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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Towyn  Urban  District  Council . 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1963, 

The  Registrar  General*s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  3,930.  It  was  3,870  in  1962  and  3,740  in  1961.  Thus  it  would  seem 
that  the  population  is  rising  steadily.  The  number  of  live  births 
was  67  which  after  applying  the  comparability  factor  given  a birth 
rate  of  21,8  which  is  well  above  the  national  average*  The  number  of 
deaths  was  48,  As  in  1962  and  1961  there  were  appreciably  more 
births  than  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  14,92  and  the  neo-natal 
mortality  rate  was  nil. 

There  was  again  no  maternal  death. 

Most  of  the  deaths  were  again  due  to  Cancer,  Strokes  and 
Heart  and  Coronary  artery  disease.  This  is  similar  to  what  occurs  in 
the  country  as  a whole. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  no 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  It  would  seem  that  this 
disease  is  coming  under  control  but  much  work  will  remain  to  be  done 
before  it  can  be  said  to  be  eradicated. 

Wo  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Fifty  five  cases  of  measles  were  reported,  1963  was  a year 
in  which  there  was  a high  incidence  of  measles  throughout  the  Country, 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Taylor  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  all  his  help  and  also  all  the  other  officers  of  the  Council  for 
the  unfailing  co-operation. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  the  Council  members  for 
their  courtesy  and  support.

The  discharge  of  crude  sewage  at  high  tide  from  the 
wharf  storage  tanks  into  the  Dovey  Estuary  still  continues  and  results, 
at  times,  in  pollution  of  the  beaches.  This  gives  rise  to  complaint 
and  so  the  implementing  of  the  Council’s  proposed  new  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  remedying  this  nuisance  is  most  anxiously  awaited.

July  and  August  due  to  the  considerable  increase  of  flow. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council’s  direct  labour  scheme  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Collections  are 
made  twice  weekly  at  Aberdovey  and  Tov/yn  and  once  v/eekly  at  Bryncrug, 
Collections  at  Cwrt  are  made  regularly  once  weekly  by  Dolgellau  Rural 
District  Council  on  contract  to  the  Counci  1. 
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Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  Council’s 
two  refuse  depositories  in  a tidy  condition,  but  the  lack  of  suitable 
covering  material  and  very  large  quantities  of  cardboard  and  other 
similar  contents  in  the  refuse  has  made  this  work  most  difficult. 

Tip  fires  have  occasionally  occured  but  have  not  given  rise  to  any 
serious  nuisance. 

Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  to  keep 
the  tips  free  from  rat  and  fly  infestations,

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In  addition  the  Aberdovey  and-Towyn  sewers  were  twice 
treated  during  the  year  and  regular  treatments  carried  out  on  the 
Council’s  two  refuse  depositories. 

Public  Conveniences, 

The  eight  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  again 
we  11  maintained  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition  throughout  the  year 
despite  their  frequent  misuse  by  the  public^  There  is  still  need 
for  additional  toilet  facilities  in  the  area  and  to  meet  this  need 
the  Council  has  provided  one  convenience  at  Bryncrug  and  has  started 
work  on  a second  §t  the  Station  in  Tov/yn,  It  is  felt  that  this  will 
satisfy  the  demand  for  these  areas. 

Caravan  Sites. 

There  are  now  19  sites  established  under  the  Act  in  the  area 
providing  accommodation  for  1039  caravans.  Some  of  the  sites  increased 
in  size  during  the  year  and  this  helped  to  ease  the  overcrowding 
experienced  hitherto.  Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory  but 
during  the  period  July  and  August  some  overcrowding  v/as  experienced 
and  it  v/as  apparent  further  accommodation  is  necessary  for  tourists 
passing  through  the  district. 

Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts. 

No  schemes  v/ere  effected  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Nine  applications  for  grant-aid  under  the  provisions  of  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act^  1959,  for  improvements  to  houses 
were  received  and  approved  during  the  year.  The  grants  involved 
amounted  in  total  to  SI, 820,  10,  Od,

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I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  lessions  of 
Tuberculosis  found  in  any  cattle  or  cows  slaughtered  during  this  year 
again.  The  number  of  pigs  affected  with  this  disease  still  remains 
low  and  showed  slight  decrease  on  that  of  last  year. 

Slaughterhouse  Control  and  Meat  Transport. 

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect  of 
new  private  slaughterhouses,  Ptdequete  facilities  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughter- 
house owned  by  the  Towyn  Wholesale  Meat  Co.  Ltd. 

The  general  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  been 
well  maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  most 
satisfactory.  The  work  on  the  provision  of  additional  facilities 
under  the  new  legislation  has  been  satisfactorily  completed.  The 
stunning  pen  has  proved  particularly  beneficial  in  ensuring  the 
maximum  safety  and  absence  of  cruelty. 

All  meat  was  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughterhouse 
and  was  of  very  good  quality  throughout  the  year. 

The  transport  and  handling  of  all  meat  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent  the 
soiling  and  contamination  of  dressed  carcasses  and  offal.

sale  of  ice-cream.  All  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is-wrapped  or’  ' 
pre-packed. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  they 
were  all  found  to  maintain  good'  standard. of  hygiene.

Food  Hygiene,  ' ■ 

There  are  113  food  premises  in  the  district,  comprising' 

9 hotels  and.  licensed  premises,  37  guest  and  boarding  houses,  12  cafes 
and  restaurants,  24  grocers  (including  green-grocers)  3 fish  frying 
restaurants,,  3 bakehouses,  6 school  canteens,  5 butcher  shops  and  12 
confection  ers  shops.  In  addition  there  are  the  28 ■ ice— cream  premises 
previously  mentioned  in  the  report  although  some  of  these  are  includ  d 
in  the  premises  listed  above. 
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The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these 
premises  was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  several  improvements  were  effected  during  the  year.  In 
particular  it  was  found  that  a number  of  shops  had  installed 
regrigerated  food  display  cabinets,  An  increasing  number  of  shop- 
keepers, too,  are  displaying  their  goods  in  transparent  wrapped 
containers  which  provide  good  protection  against  external  contamination 
This  indicates  an  improved  av/areness  of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in 
the  food  catering  industry.
